Wall Street itself is a narrow 
street that is filled with a great, 
hustking, striving jostling crowd 
of humanity, each intent upon its 
own little business, and coming 
and going at headlong speed. The 
tremendous height of the build- 
ings make the streets look like 
deep canyons, and the people like 
myriads of little busy ants. So 
high are the buildings that the 
blue sky overhead seems to be- 
long to another world, The whole 
busy scene is dominated by the 
slender peak ‘of the Woolworth 
Building which raises its fifty stor- 
ies to the Heavens.

A simple but dignified monu- 
ment marks the resting place of 
For. more 
than a hundred years it has stood 
there; and although dinged by 
time and weather, and the smoke 
and grime of the great city, its 
original lettering is still quite dis- 
tinct. The inscription is very 
simple but it might well be en- 
vied by any great citizen who had 
served his country well. It reads, 
“This memorial was raised the 
Corporation of Trinity to _ the 
memory of Alexander Hamilton, 
the soldier of approved valor; the 
patriot of incorruptible integrity; 
the statesman of consummate 
wisdom; whose virtues shall . be 
acknowledged by a grateful pos- 
terity long after this marble” shall 
have crumbled into dust." On 
the reverse side of the monument 
some vandal had written with red 
crayon, ‘Babe Ruth is sure some 
hitter."

At the conclu- 
sion of the war he started the 
practise of his profession in New 
York and was also a member of 
the Continental Congress.

Jefferson's idea of the United 
States was a conglomeration of 
States, each one of which was 
sovereign to itself and with little 
or no central authority.

Hamilton 
on the other hand, headed a.party 
known as the Federalists, and he 
saw in the Perego theory 
only disintegration and disaster. 
He was of the opinion that when 
local interests clashed with na- 
tional interests it might lead to 
civil war. He desired a strong 
federal or central authority, and 
while admitting all possible free- 
dom to the various states in local 
matters, he felt that national _is- 
sues should be paramount. Ham- 
ilton was bitterly asailed and was 
accused of being arbitrary and 
aristocratic; but Hamilton never 
owned a slave and Jefferson was 
a slave owner all his life. Long 
after his death Hamilton's posi- 
tion was amply vindicated by the 
American Civil War, which he 
had foreseen. nearly fifty years 
previously. ;

“The Easter egg is a beautiful 
idea. It is a symbol of spring, for 
in a mysterious way the egg con- 
tains the promise of life. 
haps some of you would like to 
make some Easter eggs ourselves 
and so | am giving you directions 
this week. 
It is very easy to make a littlé 
basket or doll's hamper. In the 
little hamper put strips of torn 
white or colored paper.: The eggs 
to go in the hamper are real ones. 
They should be well washed and 
then to make them firm boiled for 
about ten minutes in a saucepan 
of water colored in some way. A 
few drops of cochineal will turn 
the water red and color the eggs. 
Spinach water will turn them 
green; water in which onions have 
been boiled will turn them yellow; 
mauve may be obtained by boil- 
ing violet blossoms; blue by 
simply using washing blue. The 
water and eggs are taken out of 
the saucepan, and the eggs left in 
the water five minutes longer. The 
eggs when colored, are carefully 
dried and rubbed . over with a 
in sweet oil and 
placed on a dish to dry. They 
should then be packed in the 
hamper and sent away with a mes- 
sage on the card. 

Surprise chocolate eggs are a 
very good idea. Boys who col- 
lect eggs and know how to “blow” 


: them will find these easy to pre- 


pare. The empty shell is stood 
on its broad end and two or three 
drops of melted chocolate | are 
poured through the top hole. This 
must dry and harden to stop up 
the bottom. hole.’ Then the egg 
is filled up with’ melted chocolate. 
To get this take a bar of choco- 
late, put it in an empty jam jar 
and stand it in a pan of boiling 
water until the chocolate is melt- 
e|ed, and can pass through the hole 
in ae band by a funnel.

A. Positivism is the name of a 
sort of new religion which was in- 
ven by a remarkable French- 
man called Aan Comte, who 
was born in 1798, and died in 
1857, Comte: believed that the 
only kind of real knowledge we 


have is our knowledge of things 
around us. He believed that 
men's thoughts showed three 


stages. First they believed in 
gods or.God; sodas th be- 
lieved. in all sorts of al 
words; and then there was the 
third stage which he called the 
positive stage, where men confin-, 
ed themselves to things about 
which they could have positive 
knowledge. Comte believed that 
men should worship beeppenity. 
Positivism contains some beau- 
tiful and noble ‘elements, but not 
in one case in millions does it 
satisfy human nature; and so al- 
though positivists still exist in 
various parts of the world, they 
are extremely few in number, and 
the expectations of Comte have’ 
been quite falsified. Comte was, 


howevér, a great-and genuine stu- | 


dent of society and he discovered 
various important truths about 
mankind, and said so many wise 
and deep things that his name 
cannot be forgotten even though 
the religion which he invented is
